DAMAGE EXCEEDS $400,000 


HAMILTON, Bermuda, Sept. 13 


(AP)—Hurricane wind gusts up to 
140 miles an hour struck Bermuda 
today.

Not since the employers recog- 
nized the unions in the early days 
of the National Industrial Re- 
covery Act has there been a single 
day of work interruption because 
of a dispute between a company 
and its employes. The committee 
which made the study points this 
out while that the mere 
absence of strikes is not indica- 
tive of labor-management peace. 

Their report does not attempt a 
pat answer to the question of how 
industrial peace may be achieved.

Example of Negotiation. 
A typical instance of this cited 
in the report was the introduction 
of new machinery in one plant, 
often a cause of dispute because 
new machinery frequently dis- 
places workers not qualified to 
operate it. In this instance, as 
soon as the decision was made by 
the top management, and six 
months before the change-over 
could start, diccussions began. 


Some workers were trained to 
operate the new equipment, other 
jobs were found for some, vacation 
and training times were scheduled 
to coincide with the removal of 
the old machinery and installation 
of the new. . 

“As a result,” the report adds, 
“no one was fired or laid off. A 
major technological change was 
achieved with a minimum of fric- 
tion and the maximum possible re- 
gard for the sensibilities and se- 
curity of the employes... .” 


The West Coast segment of the 
industry has less than one-fifth of 
the capacity of the nation. It pays 
wages, since it became unionized, 
about 30 per cent higher than 
those prevailing eleswhere in the 
industry, yet it must sell its prod- 
uct: in competition not only with 
the other domestic but with Cana- 
dian and Scandinavian producers.

The 
last report (and this was months 
ago) was that 43 divisions of 
588,400 men were in the occupied 
areas, with another 56 divisions of 
1,114,000 in western Russia. 

(Army Secretary Kenneth C. 
Royall indicated today in Ashe- 
ville, N. C., that Russia is main- 
taining 4,000,000 meh under arms.) 

Eight Soviet satellite states are 
supposed to have a total of about 
100 divisions of 1,121,600 men. 
That’s a grand total of 4,121,600 
men in 274 divisions deployed at 
or near the point ‘at which war 
conceivably might start. 

Fewer than 100,000 United States 
troops and only one combat divi- 
sion face the Russians in Europe 
about 96,000 in the United States 
zone of Germany. (In addition 
there are 5000 in Trieste. 

Back in the United States are 
about 285,000 soldiers, only 54,000 
of them actual “mobile striking 
force” troops who could be hur- 
ried to Europe as support or re- 
placements. Other troops are

posts of the United States. The 
total Army manpower of the 
United States with its population 
of 145,000,000 is about 579,000, Its 
goal by next June is 837,000. 
Unofficial estimates place the 
army of the United Kingdom at 
about 584,000 men. The population 
reserve on which Britain could 
draw is about 48,000,000. (These 
figures do not include the Brit- 
ish -Commonwealth nations out- 
side the isles.) 

The same unofficial estimates 
give these ground troop figures 
for some of the other western 
European nations which might 
support a battle against Soviet 
aggression: France 500,000; Bel- 
gium 60,000; The Netherlands 
175,000; Norway 15,000; Denmark 
24,000; Sweden 57,500; Greece 165,- 
000 


Looking on these comparisons 
of land army power, there is one 
school of military thought that 
contends it would be utterly un- 
wise for the United States to al- 
low itself to grapple with the mas- 
sive weight of the Soviet armies 
in the first stage of a war. 

This theory was pointed up by 
the recent three-day mock-war 
maneuvers staged by some of the 
United States forces in Germany. 
Maj. Gen. Frank Milburn, com- 
mander of the First Infantry Di- 
vision, summed it up this way: 

“In the next war, if we get 
hopped on, we will not have air 
and artillery superiority, so every 
one must go on the assumption 
that. we must dig in, camou- 
flage and fight a delaying action.”

Today's ultra-powerful technol- 
ogy becomes in the hands of vio- 
lent men, of parties .dominating 
through brutality of force, of over- 
powerful and oppressing states, a 
terrible instrument of injustice, 
enslavement, cruelty and increas- 
es in modern war to the limit of 
intolerance the people’s pains and 
sorrows,’ the Pope said. 

“But, if this (technology) is 
held in hand and directed by a 
God-fearing human society, ful- 
filling His precepts and estimat- 
ing spiritual, moral and eternal 
things incomparably more than 
material things, it can bring those 
benefits to which it is called by 
the Creator's design.” — 

The Pope said victory could be 
achieved only through prayer. 

“Against the strengths of pa- 
tience and of love, which gush 
forth from faith in Christ and in 
love for Christ, irreligious men, 
brutal egoism and hatred of 
classes must finally break down,” 
he said,

The influences favoring 
changes in the House are the 
strength of the Wallaceites in big 
cities, like New York, and the 
visible national distaste for the 
doings of the recent Congress. The 
first will favor the Republicans; 
the second, the Democrats. On 
balance, it seems probable that 
each party will gain on the swings 
what it loses on the roundabouts, 
or vice versa. 


The Senate seats, however, are 
a different story. .Senatorial con- 
tests engage the attention of the 
voters in a way that congressional 
fights do not. Because the voters 
are interested, the chance that 
they will split their tickets is 
greatly enhanced. And the tradi- 
tion that American voters never 
vote split tickets is sheer non- 
sense. 

In 1928 (when political issues 
surely meant far less to the man 
in the street than they do today) 
128,000 New York state voters 
briskly split their tickets, to give 
the governorship to Franklin D.

Legal Basis of Earnings Tax 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


There seems to be considerable mis- 
understanding concerning the Missou- 
ri Supreme Court's ruling in the city 

tax case. In a recent letter in 
the letters column, surprise was ex- 
press that the legislative enabling 
act tting the city to levy such a 
tax.could overrule the Supreme Court. 
In éxplanation, the Post-Dispatch noted 
that “the Supreme Court ruled that it 
is not within the city’s power to levy 
such a tax on its own sole initiative.” 
This comment, which seems to be the 
general impression, is not, however, a 
correct statement of the court's decision. 

St. Louis is a constitutional home-rule 
city. The power to frame, adopt and 
amend its own charter has been grant- 
ed to it by the State Constitution and 
not by the Legislature. Numerous court 
decisions have held that the constitu- 
tional right to adopt a charter neces- 
sarily implied the right to put in it 
such provisions, including taxation, as 
would enable the city to maintain its 
government. 


It is true that the Supreme Court has 
curtailed this implied power by 
holding that any exercise of the taxing 
power by a home-rule city must be in 
harmony with and subject to enactments 
of the Legislature. There was no ques- 
tion, however, of the earnings tax be- 
ing in conflict with a legislative enact- 
ment, since there was no statute either 
authorizing or forbidding such a tax. 


The original earnings tax ordinance 
was based on the city’s implied power 
of taxation. The Supreme Court’s deci- 
sion declaring the tax invalid neither 
denied the city’s right of taxation nor 
held it powerless to levy such a tax 
on its Own sole initiative. On the con- 
trary, the court based its decision 
wholly on the ground that the provi- 
sions of the City Charter covering taxa-~ 
tion were not specific enough to author- 
ize the enactment of an ordinance levy- 
ing a tax of this nature. This would 
seem clearly to indicate that had the 
Charter expressly authorized an earn- 
ings tax, such a tax (barring technical 
defects) would have been upheld. 


The court's decision left the city with | 


two alternatives, (a) to amend the Char- 
ter, (b) to obtain the passage of a legis- 
lative enabling act. It is difficult to 
obtain a three-fifths majority of the 
popular vote necessary for ratification 
of a Charter amendment. It is uncer- 
tain. how the Supreme Court, which has 
always been lukewarm if not actually 
hostile to municipal home rule, would 
view the tax even after such an amend- 
ment. These considerations among oth- 
ers undoubtedly influenced the admin- 
istration in choosing the latter ceurse.

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A Statue of Second-hand Justice 

A second-hand dealer’s purchase of a second- 
hand statue of Justice in Jerseyville, III., and 
his installation of it in front of his store, is an 
interesting sign of the times. The situation calls, 
however, for some adjustments to the statue. 
Properly remodeled, it can be truly symbolic. 

Second-hand Justice, to begin with, should 
obviously not be blindfolded. It should be com- 
pletely. open-eyed—but looking out the window. 
Its scales should not be balanced. One of them 
should be yanked up all the way by the other, 
which has been yanked down all the way by the 
weight of a ballot box, a nice friendly bribe, 
and a moneybag of gray markets profits. 

That way, the Jerseyville Justice can be quite 
understandable to quite a few people. It can 
represent the kind of justice wage-earners and 
housewives have received from those in Govern- 
ment who are too busy cadging votes to do any- 
thing about inflation. It can represent what 
they have received from many sellers of scarce 
commodities. For groups that are disfranchised 
or otherwise deprived of their rights because 
they are weak, a good speaking likeness of See- 
ond-hand Justice would be meaningful. Such a 
statue might not be a bad idea, as a reminder 
that, if we don't want it to become permanent 
and general, we had better be carving out some 
First-hand Justice, and pretty soon.

A good-roads champion hopes motor fuel interests overreached by 
writing in a greedy tax exemption for themselves; traces the devious 
course of this lobby; says it now resorts to amendment proposal be- 
cause the 1945 Constitution carefully barred just such “hijacking.”

Proposition No. 1—the Curry Road 
Amendment—is the most important item 
that will appear on the Missouri ballot in 
November.

A Tower of Deception 

Some of its implications can escape even 
a practiced eye.

Premier of East. Bengal 
Named to Succeed Dead 
_ Governor-General. 


KARACHI, Sept. 13 (AP)—Ma- 
homed Ali Jinnah, founder and 
first Governor-General of Pakis- 
tan, was buried last night with full 
military honors. The Maslem lead- 
er died here Saturday night of 
heart disease at the age of 71. 

His fight of many years for 
Moslem Pakistan free from 
du India was crowned with suc- 
cess in the division of the sub-con- 
tinent Aug. 15, 1947. Jinnah had 
been Governor-General of the 
Moslem dominion since that time. 

Khawaja Nazimuddin, provin- 
cial premier of East Bengal, was 
nominated Governor-General, suc- 
ceeding Jinnah. Nazimuddin is 54 
years old, and was educated in 
England, where he was admitted 
to the bar. He has been for many 
years a leader of the Moslem 
League. 

Official sources said the Paki- 
Stan Prime Minister, Liaquat Ali

“We are entering this phase of 
cancer investigation first, to estab- 
lish whatever validity the various 
diagnostic tests might have, and 
second, to promote original in- 
vestigations leading to improved 
or new tests.” 

Heller said the tests that show 
premise in the laboratories may 
be applied later to thousands of 
persons with and without cancer, 
particularly those passing through 
the health service medical center 
at Hot Springs, Ark. The insti- 
tute already operates a pilot can- 
cer detection unit there.

A concrete mixing plant, said 
to be onoe of the most modern in 
the country, has been constructed 
by the River Construction Corp.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Sept. 13. 

HE Christianity of gaiety and 
Tavundance personified by 

husky, red-haired Rev. Dr. Wil- 
liam H. Alexander, a dynamic 34- 
year-old minister with a rare 
touch of showmanship, has put a 
zing into Oklahoma religion which 
has reverberated throughout the 
Southwest with sharp and varied 
repercussions. 

There are many opinions about 
the handsome pastor of the First 
Christian Church here—none of 
them neutral. His loyal followers 
defend him with uncompromising 
vigor and devotion. His critics 
are equally outspoken in their op- 
position to the preacher who 
brought Teen Town dances, pool 
tables, bowling and card games 
under sponsorship of his church. 

Some Oklahoma City ministers 
are openly hostile. A Texas Bap- 
tist convention adopted a formal 
resolution condemning his philos- 
ophy and activities. Anonymous 
pamphlets attacking his program 
have been placed in parked auto- 
mobiles around the church during 
services. 

Dr. Alexander read the pam- 
phiets from his pulpit and declared 
the authors were “legalistic dog- 


-matic thinkers.” 


The controversy which has boiled 
around his fiery head since he 
came here in 1942 has failed to 
make a dent in his armor of 
exuberance. He has gone merrily 
on his way, content that he is do- 
ing what he set out to do, namely; 
get the people, especially the 
youngsters, in church, and keep 


His most militant supporters 
are the young people who have 
flocked to his banner in increas- 
ing numbers. The fact that many 
of them have deserted youth pro- 
grams of their own churches to 
participate in the more spectacu- 
lar activities of Alexander has 
added fuel to the controversy. 

There is little question but what 
he is the biggest drawing card 
Oklahoma churches have to offer 
today. When he has special serv- 
ices, he moves his congregation to 
the Municipal auditorium with its 
seating capacity of 7000 persons, 
and preaches to turn-away crowds.

West, with the not illogical 
hope that his partner might be 
void of hearts, opened a low card 
of that t. He almost the 
bell, but dummy’s king held the 
trick. Declarer immediately drew 
the three rounds of trumps neces- 
sary to exhaust West’s holding in 
the suit, then started the clubs, 
cashing the king and leading to 
the ace. 

At this point the freakish break 
in clubs and hearts created a 
problem that could have been 
solved only by means of a double 
squeeze, and since the declarer 
was not up to this sort of maneu- 
ver, he eventually went down one 
trick. 

There is no need for a player 
to execute involved and difficult 
squeeze plays in hands of this 
type if he will take the pains to 
cour* his tricks via simpler 
methods, Observe how easy it is 
to count up thirteen tricks with- 
out taking any real risk. In top 
cards, South can count one spade, 
two hearts and three clubs; there- 
fore, if he can make seven trump 
tricks, his total will indubitably be 
* thirteen. 

A moment’s glance at both 
hands reveals how these seven 
trump tricks can be. collected 
quite safely. After winning the 
heart trick, South ruffs a low 
heart. He returns to dummy with 
a club and ruffs another low 
heart; then goes back with a 
spade to ruff dummy’s last low 
heart. Now South runs all four 
of dummy’s diamonds, and at the 
end cashes dummy’s second heart 
trick and his own two club tricks.
